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REMARKS 

This is in supplemental response to the Official Action currently outstanding 
with regard to the above-identified application. 

Since the filing of the Amendment dated 21 July 2004, Applicants have noted 
several typographical errors in the amended claims filed with that Amendment. 
Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request that the foregoing amended claims be 
substituted for the amended claims filed with the Amendment dated 24 July 2004 in 
the above-identified application. 

The errors in the previously filed set of amended claims corrected by the 
foregoing Amendment are as follows: 

In Claim 1, the period should not have been underlined. 

* In Claim 9,13 lines from the bottom, "od'' should read —of—. 

In Claim 10, at lines 9-10, the words "in response to said inquiry information" 
should not have been deleted. 

In Claim 13, second fine from the bottom, "terminal" should read —terminal—. 

In Claim 14, last fine, "on" should read —one—. 

In Claim 17, at line 6, after the word "network", the following words should 
have been added —as its home network—. 
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In Claim 17, 1 1 lines from the bottom, the word "said" should be stricken in 
favor of the word —the—. 

In Claim 19, line 1, "19" should read -17-. 



In Claim 21, 13 lines from the bottom, the word "said" should read —the—. 



In Claim 22, at page 26 of the Amendment of 24 July 2004, 4 lines from the 
bottom, there should be a space between "and" and "information". 



As mentioned above, a set of the amended claims submitted on 24 July 2004 
wherein the foregoing changes have been incorporated is set forth hereinabove. 
Applicants respectfully request that the foregoing corrected amended claims be 
substituted for the amended claims filed with the Amendment filed in the above- 
identified application on 24 July 2004 prior to the Examiner's substantive 
consideration of that amendment and its accompanying Remarks.
